This is an unpleasant development, but one we 
in America cannot afford to ignore. We are ¢on- 
vineed of out legal and moral right to trade freely 
with any belligerent which is willing and able to 


| tradé with us, and we cannot undertake, at our own 


substantial sacrifice, to relieve any of the combat- 
ants of conditions we have hdd no part im creating. 
We may decidé that more than moral préssuré, even 
to the éxtent of an embadfzo, should bé applied to 
enforce our neutral trade rights. But this decision 
is not one which Germaty of any other nation bas 
a right to demand, and if made at all, it will be 
made in consideration of our own substantial tn- 
terest. ' : 

At this time it is to our advantage to continue 
the manufacture and sale of arms. As alféady 
pointed out, the economic, financial, and social 
banefite are considerable. Blut there is a still more | 
critical consideration which signs of foreign hos- 
tility and the sinister potentialities of international 
complications stimulated by the war sharply em- 
phasize—namely: the consideration of national de- 
fense. 

With naive yet startling candor we are told by 
the Gertian ambassador that “a vast material in- 
dustfy ie growing up in the United States which 
intérnational law neve? was intended to emcourage 
and protect.” Our only self-respecting reply to this 
remindér is that we aré developing what industry 
and coimméfte we are able te under conditions cre- 
ated by warring Bufope. We are not to blame fot 
thése cofiditions. We pfefer peace and normal trade. 
We have suffered and are suffering, though inno- 
cent, from thé dislocation of our affairs. We are 
adjusting ourselvés to the cotidition# how existing. 


and hostility only makés our interest greater. 
Today the United States stands virtually defense- 


all the powers of Europe, as well as the only effective 
power in Asia, is almost cértain to result in changes 
of relations, in new policies, in new pressures that 
may involve us.

QUICKER MOVEMENT OF 
FREIGHT CARS NEEDED. 

Chicago, April 10.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
whe.)—I agree heartily with the last sen- 
tence of T. S&S. Fietcher’s chenmaunication 
in Tae Tateune of April & He sare: 
“ Prosperity always followe rafiroad tm- 
provements.” I do not, however, accept 
as good his suggestion that the govern 
ment should finance car building. Ae a 
matter of fact, the raliroads do not need 
600,000 new cars in order to conduct their 
business with efficiency and economy. 
This statement would be true even if they 
were able to buy that number of new 
éars or if the government shotld undéeér- 
take to supply them upon any tertise What- 
ever. 

What the railroads need in this regard 
and what they have needed more than 
anything else even in times when the de- 
mand for care hae beeh gretitest if a 
more expeditious movement of the cars 
they now own. One of the createst ad- 
@urdities tm railway operation is that the 
average daily movement of a freight car 
has rarely, then only for a short 
period, above twenty-five miles 
& day. The average speed of freight 
trains in motion is somewhere around 
fifteen miles an hour. Theréfore this 
average dhily movement amounts to one 
arid two-thirds hours of the twenty-four 
im the day. Freight cars move at nights 
it's the best thie they @&. The other 
twenty-two and ohéthird hours, or « 
good part of it, they are standing on a 
sidetrack awaitiig sothe leisurely ship- 
pér’s convenience to load or unload.
